Purchasers  ordering  six  trees  of  one  class  are  entitled  to  dozen  rate;  25 
to  50  rate;  500  to  1000  rate.  Beyond  this,  send  in  a list  of  whatever  you 
want  and  I will  quote  you  special  prices. 

Orders  should  be  sent  in  early,  on  a separate  sheet  from  letter.  We  will 
pay  the  freight  to  your  nearest  railroad  station  on  all  orders  of  $5  and  over 
in  the  state  of  Oregon. 

PLANTING  SEASON 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  proper  to  trans-plant  at  any  time  from  the  fall- 
ing of  the  leaves  of  trees  in  autumn  until  the  buds  begin  to  start  in  the 
spring.  I advise  fall  planting,  as  roots  form  all  winter  and  stock  is  ready 
to  grow  as  soon  as  warm  weather  begins.

Rule  Square  Method.— Multiply  the  distance  in  feet  between  the  rows 
by  the  distance  the  plants  are  apart  in  the  row;  this  gives  the  number  of 
square  feet  for  each  plant  or  hill;  divided  into  the  number  of  feet  in  an  acre 
(43,560)  gives  the  number  of  plants  to  an  acre. 

Rule  Triangular  Method.— Divide  the  number  required  to  the  acre, 
“Square  Method”,  by  the  decimal  .866.  The  result  will  be  the  number  of 
plants  required  to  the  acre  by  triangular  planting.
